A Hickman laborer narrowly escaped burial and death by 
suffocation in a dirt cave-in about 10:30 Monday morning. Glen 
Butler lived to celebrate his 42 nd birthday at home with his mother 
that same evening - apparently suffering nothing more than a black 
eye and soreness “all over”. Working with a Murray Flatt crew on the 
federal sewer project, Butler was digging out an area along Bypass 
1099, which couldn’t be reached by the mechanical ditch-digger. 
Located at a depth of about 12 feet, Butler was suddenly thrown 
against a bank of the ditch and completely buried by a dirt cave-in. 
Workmen immediately started digging by hand to locate Butler and 
so, on reaching his head and face digging out an area where he could 
breathe and talk. They told Butler they would have to dig with their 
hands to avoid cutting him with shovels. Butler insisted that they use 
shovels, arguing that time was more important than being cut. Within 
about five minutes of the cave-in, fellow workmen had gotten Butler 
out, and finally persuaded him to go to the hospital for examination 
although he was only bruised an shaken up by the experience.

Levee Board members prepare 
for upcoming inspection

All the time, energy and, most 
of all money, spent on the Fulton 
County Levee by the Levee Board 
of Commissioners was to achieve 
one goal. That goal included an 
“acceptable” rating for the pump 
station and the levee. 

“I hoped that this would be 
the inspection where everything 
passed,” stated Levee Board 
President David Weatherly 
on Tuesday, Oct. 14. “At one 
time we were the weakest link 
between here and Dyersburg, but 
not any more.” 

With that said, Weatherly 
doesn’t feel that all the ditch 
cleaning, installing of relief 
wells, and repairs to the pump 
station will be enough to reach 
that ultimate goal. 

“We still have issues at the 
pump station, with the rip rap, 
and seep issues on the levee that 
could possibly keep us from that 
‘acceptable’ ranking,” added 
Weatherly who expressed his 
extreme discomfort with regard 
to this fact. “Maybe it will settle 
out and eventually pass.” 

Passing with an “acceptable” 
ranking is best for all concerned. 
It affects not only how the 


integrity of the Fulton County 
Levee is perceived, but also 
insurance ratings. 

The upcoming inspection, 
scheduled for sometime around 
October 21, was the main focus 
on the October 14 meeting. 
The board met extensively with 
mowing contractor Steve Preuett 
working on a time line preparing 
the levee for the impending 
inspection. 

The levee ditch, which costs 
approximately $50,000 to clear, 
requires constant maintenance. 
“If we let it sit for even one year, 
it will get out of control again,” 
noted Weatherly. The board paid 
$2,395.40 to spray the pump 
station ditch and approved an 
additional $2,000 in October to 
complete the spraying. 

Pump station improvements 
that are within the grasp of 
Levee board members, have also 
been made including starting 
and stopping of the engines. 
“The engines all have to be 
stopped through the emergency 
stop mechanism (turning off 
the diesel engine by smothering 
it),” added Weatherly. “We have 
been informed that the Corps is 
looking into funding to complete 
the rehab of the pump station.”

Dear Miranda, 

First, you have to find a way to 
cover the difference between the 
amount of the lien and what you 
can get for the car. Let’s look at 
an example. 

If the car is worth $15,000, 
and you owe $18,000, that would 
leave you $3,000 in the hole. 
How do you get out of that car? 
The bank holds the title, and 
until you give them the payoff 
amount of $18,000, you’re not 
getting the title. The easiest and 
simplest way would be if you 
had $3,000 on hand to make up 
the difference. But if someone 
comes along and buys the car 
from you for $15,000, you’ve got 
to be able to cover the remaining 
$3,000, right? 

Barring the best-case scenario 
where you actually have the 
money, you could go to a local 
bank or credit union and borrow 
the remaining $3,000. I hate 
debt, but being $3,000 in the 
hole is a lot better than $18,000 
in the hole. Then, you could turn 
around and pay back the $3,000 
quickly. 

After that, you’d give the total 
amount owed to the bank. They 
would give you the title, and you 
sign it over to the new owner. 
That’s how it works!

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Witter will perform in Union City October 25 


Jim Witter, a favorite of 
members of the Community 
Concert Association of Union 
City/Obion County, will be 
returning to Union City this 
month. 

He is set to perform his Coffee 
House show, celebrating the 
folk favorites of the ’60s and 
’70s, at 7:30 p.m. Oct. 25 at the 
Union City Civic Auditorium. 
The audience will be transported 
to the era of the ’60s and ’70s 
coffee houses when the scent 
of clove cigarettes and incense 
wafted through the air and great 
intellectual masterpieces and 
haiku were written on paper table 
cloths, personal journals and 
tattered coffee-stained napkins. 
War was raging abroad, cries for 
peace and love were in the air 
and poets and musicians ruled 
the “open mic” scene around the 
country. This was the setting that 
launched the careers of many 
folk favorites like James Taylor, 
Jim Croce, Harry Chapin, Cat 
Stevens, Bob Dylan and Arlo 
Guthrie. 

Witter, born Nov. 2, 1964, in 
Hamilton, Ontario, Canada, is 
an award winning country music 
and Christian music singer/ 
songwriter. Ten of Witter’s songs 
reached the top 10 on Canadian 
country radio. 

He grew up playing music. In 
1982, he performed four songs 
on the “Music for Safe Water” 
compilation by 1280 CHAM 
radio. In 1990, one of Witter’s 
demos caught the attention of a 
Sony Music Canada executive. 


Within three years, he was signed 
to FRE Records. 

His debut album, “Jim Witter,” 
was released in 1993. The first 
single, “Everything and More,” 
entered the National Country 
Chart at No. 40 at the time — a 
first for a debut Canadian single. 
Every single released from the 
album reached the top 10 on 
the Canadian country singles 
chart, including “Distant Drum,” 
“Stolen Moments,” “Sweet Sweet 
Poison” and “Chevy Coupe.” 
Witter received a 1994 Juno 
nomination for Best New Solo 
Artist, an award that covered 
all genres of music, as well as 
a nomination for Best Country 
Male Vocalist. 

Witter signed a songwriting 
deal with Curb Records in 1999. 
That resulted in a record deal 
and the release of his second 
album, “All My Life,” in both 
Canada and the United States. 
He continued his string of hits 
in Canada with songs like “All 
My Life,” “Jumpin’ Right In,” 
“Tough as a Pickup Truck,” 
“One Beat at a Time” and “One 
Hundred Years.” Unfortunately, 
none of his singles reached 
Billboard’s Hot Country Songs 
chart in the U.S. 

When it came time to go 
back into the studio, Witter 
was encouraged by Mike Curb 
to record a Christian record. 
The result was his third album, 
“2003’s Forgiveness.” The 
album received a nomination at 
the 2004 GMA Dove Awards for 
Album of the Year.

Last week we focused on food 
preparation for buffets. This 
week we turn our attention to the 
art of setting up a great buffet. 

Buffets are a mainstay in 
society, wether it is a potluck 
or pitch-in party, something 
as important as a wedding or 
maybe a baby or bridal shower 
or an upcoming festive holiday, 
buffets are a great way to serve 
your food offerings. 

Since buffets encourage 
mixing and mingling of guests 
they are very popular with hosts. 
Every host wants their guests to 
be comfortable and happy at their 
event. Making sure you have a 
pretty and functional buffet will 
go a long way toward achieving 
this. There are no hard and fast 
rules which dictate how to set up 
a buffet table but there are some 
things to keep in mind. 

• Traffic Flow 

Locate the buffet where it will 
be most convenient for serving, 
clearing and guest traffic. There 
are pieces of furniture that were 
once designated for this purpose. 
Nowadays, most people use 
kitchen counters, card tables, 
picnic tables, side tables, etc. for 
this purpose. Whatever you use 
to place your food on, even if you 
are using multiple locations - one 
table for the beverages, one table 
for the main dishes, one table for 
the desserts, etc. - make sure the 
traffic can flow easily around the 
serving area. 

Place the food in order, so they 
can serve themselves without 
backtracking. Arrange the plates 
first, then the main course and 


vegetables, followed by salad, 
condiments and bread. If it’s 
a true buffet, put the flatware 
and napkins last so your guests’ 
hands will be free while serving 
themselves. 

• Buffet Design 

Have a clear beginning. For 
a visual cue on where to form 
the line, start with a tall stack of 
plates. 

Vary the height. Stack books 
under table linens to help elevate 
certain dishes (less messy ones 
without sauce) and add a little 
design panache. 

Give some support. Place 
empty saucers throughout the 
buffet so guests have a spot to 
rest those sticky serving spoons. 

• Table Coverings 

The more food and guests 
involved, the more likely you 
are to have spills and messes. If 
you just have to use that antique 
lace table cloth, cover it up with 
a clear, plastic cover to protect 
it from stains and unusual wear 
and tear. Plastic table covers also 
make clean up easier and protect 
wooden and laminate services 
from staining and spilling. 

• Centerpieces 

It is important to keep 
centerpieces simple. Create one 
large attractive centerpiece for 
the tabletop and place either in 
the center, or off to the side or 
back, depending on the position 
of the table. Accent the table with 
small tea lights or greenery, such 
as vines or branches, but low in 
height, so as not to get in the way 
of the food.

Dyslexia includes a variety 
of symptoms, you can still 
be successful! in business 


Another factor to consider 
when thinking about Dyslexia 
are the areas that are defined as 
symptoms. Those symptoms 
include the following: 

1. Difficulty learning to speak 

2. Trouble learning letters and 
their sounds 

3. Difficulty organizing written 
and spoken language 

4. Trouble memorizing number 
facts 

5. Difficulty reading quickly 
enough to comprehend 

6. Trouble persisting with and 
comprehending longer reading 
assignments 

7. Difficulty spelling 

8. Trouble learning a foreign 
language 

9. Difficulty correctly doing 
math operations 

It is important to know that 
three of those above listed 
symptoms recognized as present 
in a child before they are tested 
for Dyslexia. 

There are other warning signs. 
Also, the test for Dyslexia is 
specific in nature and should 
not be the one used for general 
learning disabilities. According 
to Mary Harris, a member of 
the Jacob Flournoy Chapter of 
the Daughters of the American 
Revolution (DAR) and advocate 
bringing about awareness of 
Dyslexia, there are specialized 
tests that should be used. 

“However, on the other 
hand, Dyslexia is a paradox,” 
she explained recently to the 
Hickman Rotary Club. “The 
same slow reader is often a very 
fast and able thinker. He (or 
she) is surrounded by a sea of 
strengths in higher level thinking 
processes such as reasoning and 
problem solving.” 

Dyslexics are often known to 
have above average IQ scores. 
“They often learn to compensate 
for their decoding weaknesses by 
figuring out their own strategies,” 
Harris added. 

Harris shared examples of 
people with the gift of Dyslexia 
include notable and famous 
people such as Steven Spielberg, 
Walt Disney, Ted Turner, Charles 
Schwab, Nelson Rockefeller, 
Neurosurgeon Fred Epstein, 


Paul McReady, Engineer of 
the Century, Albert Einstein, 
Thomas Edison, Jay Leno, 
Keanu Reeves, Loretto Young, 
Steve Jobs, Anderson Cooper, 
Agatha Christie, just naming a 
few. There are many more. 

A majority of parents opt to 
keep their children in public 
schools and hire after school 
specially trained tutors to work 
with their children. “Some 
parents have more than one 
Dyslexic child,” noted Harris. 

For those interested, there are 
schools that specialize in Dyslexic 
children, with some in Kentucky, 
including Shedd Academy in 
Mayfield, Hindman Settlement 
School close to Louisville and 
the DePaul School, also in 
Louisville. 

“Fortunately, thanks to 
congressional action there is 
now strong evidence of what 
treatments are effective in 
teaching children to read,” 
continued Harris. “As a result, 
today it is no longer acceptable 
to use reading programs lacking 
scientific evidence of efficacy. 
Instead it should be mandatory to 
use programs that are evidence- 
based, proven to be effective in 
the same way that medications 
must be tested and proven to 
be effective before they can be 
approved by the FDA.” 

Kentucky House Bill 69 
created a new section of KRS 
Chapter 158 to define Aphasia, 
Dyscalculia, Dyslexia, Phonemic 
Awareness, and scientifically 
based research; require the Ky 
Board of Education to promulgate 
administrative regulations for 
district-wide reporting on the use 
of K-3 response to intervention 
implementation in reading in 
August 2013, mathematics by 
August 2014 and Behavior in 
August 2015. “Unfortunately, 
amendments to this bill stressed a 
clarification that the promulgation 
of administrative regulations for 
district-wide implementation of 
response - to intervention applies 
only to kindergarten through 
third grade,” Harris said. “Again, 
Dyslexia is for life and help is 
essential through a student’s 
college graduation.”

ATC introduces new career paths 


WKCTC 
decision 
impacts dual 
credit hours

The local campus decision at 
West Kentucky Technical and 
Community College (WKCTC) 
to limit the number of classes 
students can take at the $50 fee 
affects Fulton County students. 
“This is not hurting us,” stated 
Fulton County Area Technology 
Principal Terry Sullivan on 
Thursday, Oct. 16. “It is hurting 
our students. They work hard for 
these classes.” 

Fulton County Schools 
Superintendent Aaron Collins 
agreed with Sullivan. “The 
WKCTC decision is a local 
campus one,” reiterated Collins. 
“There are other local colleges in 
the state that are still allowing the 
$50 per class fee and not limiting 
the number of classes the students 
are taking per semester.” 

At one time students could take 
as many classes as their schedule 
would allow, assisting them with 
earning as many dual credit hours 
as possible. This allowed students 
to save thousands of dollars in 
tuition fees once they entered 
college. Some students obtained 
even college credit to be enrolled 
as sophomores in their first year 
of college.

“I believe we came in together 
as a purpose in approving 
student academic achievement,” 
stated Fulton County Schools 
Superintendent Aaron Collins, 
speaking from the heart as 
he addressed members of the 
Fulton County School Board 
on Thursday, Oct. 16. “What 
happens when you do a huge 
blow out moving to the top, when 
you blow the top off there may be 
some fierce competition to retain 
sustainability. We were in the top 
10% of growth. We needed to 
sustain that and continue to move 
forward.” 

Collins added that the district 
was able to maintain sustainability 
with regard to AMO (Annual 
Measurable Objective) points. 
“We went four times above what 
we were to do,” he added. “That 
means we needed to all move at 
least one point. If you don’t, you 
become a focus school. We do not 
have a single focus school in the 
district.” 

While the district is moving 
forward and Collins is pleased 
with the sustainability maintained, 
he will not be happy, however, 
until the district moves to 
proficiency. “We can see it in our 
background,” he said. “The AMO 
has been met for the district and 
all schools.” 

Collins shared the increases 
made for each school, which 
included: 

• FCES - from 21% to 36% 

• FCMS - from 33% to 58% 

• FCHS - from 31% to 46% 

“As a district we went from 7% 

to 40%,” Collins reiterated. “We 
will continue to push forward, be 
creative, utilize teaching methods 
such as teaching like a pirate. I 
can’t wait until the elementary 
school shares their reading scores. 
We already know how well our 
ACT scores improved.” It was 
also noted that improvements 
need to be made in math. 

“We are excited about going 
to the elementary school in 
November and the high school in 
December,” stated Collins. Each 
school will host the respective 
school board meetings, update 
the board on their progress and 
improvements while touring the 
facilities.

Lynn Busby who directs 118 
units. “All Housing Authority 
properties have cameras to assist 
with providing safety for our 
residents. 

“Security lights are also 
scattered all over and five 
additional security lights (street 
lights) were recently installed,” 
added Busby. “Housing Authority 
employees regularly monitors the 
properties after hours checking 
street lights. When lights go 
out we notify Hickman Electric 
immediately.” 

Through a previous safety 
grant the Housing Authority 
was able to install dusk to 
dawn lights on front entrances 
of all properties. “We keep our 
properties well lit and protected,” 
Busby said. “We report any kind 
of suspicious or criminal activity 
to law enforcement.” 

Strict guidelines are adhered 
to when screening applicants. 
“When offering housing to 
applicants we follow stringent 
screen practices,” continued 
Busby. “Convicted sex offenders 
in general are not allowed to 
reside in the housing authority 
community. We also have a 
zero tolerance policy regarding 
criminal and drug offenses.”

Fulton County Area Technology 
Principal Terry Sullivan and staff 
hosted the Fulton County Board of 
Education meeting on Thursday, 
Oct. 16. The board toured the 
facilities and met with the staff, 
including their newest staff 
member Eric Batts. 

Batts, who previously was 
employed in the banking 
industry, is now teaching 
Business Management at the 
ATC. “We are transitioning from 
Office Technology to Business 
Management,” stated Sullivan 
during his presentation to the 
board. “This is a new career path 
for our students and we want to 
accommodate them.” 

A training program in the area 
of welding through a partnership 
cultivated with Ingram Barge by 
teacher Dallas Pruitt, is another 


career path being offered to 
students from Fulton County, 
Fulton Independent and Hickman 
County schools. 

While overall enrollment 
numbers at the ATC are currently 
down 22% Sullivan is confident 
the numbers will rebound. 

Programs offered at the 
ATC include Health Science, 
Automotive, Business 

Management, Information 

Technology, Machine Tool/ 
Welding and Carpentry. 

Carpentry, currently at its 
lowest of 5.67, was adversely 
affected when the Purchase Area 
Development District lost the 
funding that helped the carpentry 
class construct a house each year. 

Sullivan, along with Collins, are 
striving to do some renovations 
on the school grounds that could 
assist with revitalizing this 


program. “We have not given up 
on it,” stated Collins. “It is not a 
dead subject. There are several 
things we are contemplating as 
a board that could assist with the 
carpentry program.” 

The man focus at the ATC 
is to prepare students from the 
three schools they service to 
be college and career ready. 
Changing programs and adding 
new certifications such as 
A*S*K (Assessment of Skills & 
Knowledge for Business) is one 
way that Sullivan and his staff is 
working to assist students with 
achieving this goal. “Last year 
51% (19 of 37) of Fulton County’s 
students were career ready,” stated 
Sullivan. “We tell every student 
that we want them to be both 
college and career ready and we 
are doing everything we can to 
prepare them for life.”

Cardinals crush Pilots 69-0

Mayfield’s onslaught against 
the Pilots was swift and decisive, 
both offensively and defensively. 

“Good things happen when 
you score three touchdowns on 
defense,” said Mayfield coach 
Joe Morris after the top-ranked

County 69-0 Friday night at War 
Memorial Stadium.

River. Late last week forecast was 
predicting to reach 36.3 feet on 
the Cairo gauge on Monday, Oct. 
20, requiring immediate action. 
The two Lattus men started 
threshing beans on the 700-acre 
Dobson Farm on Friday. 

With the assistance of two 


40-foot headers and John Deere 
combines Don was confident that 
they could harvest that land in 
three days time, before Monday’s 
predicted cresting. “Normally 
I would be in Missouri at this 
time and Jason would be here in 
the upper bottom,” stated Don. 


The Lattus Family farms in three 
states, Kentucky, Missouri and 
Tennessee, which includes four 
different counties, so timing is 
of the essence when trying to 
harvest a lot of ground. 

In preparation of the rising river 
the farmers also constructed some

small levees along Salmon Lane, 
just in case flooding did occur, 
receiving permission from Fulton 
County Judge/Executive David 
Gallagher. If the river did reach 
36.3 feet it would flood some 
low-lying areas where soybeans 
were still in the field. 

Action by the Memphis 
District Corps of Engineers 
and Congressman Ed Whitfield 
prompted TVA to temporarily 
slow the flow of water through 
Kentucky and Barkley Dams to 
help mitigate the damage. “If the 
crest can be held below 35 feet on 
the Cairo gauge damage to crops 
should be minimized,” stated 
Fulton County Levee Board 
President David Weatherly. 
“Many thanks go out to TVA, 
the Corps, and Congressman 
Whitfield. The livelihood of 
many farmers and landowners 
depend on harvesting the crops in 
these low lying areas.” 

“We are blessed, it has been 
an abundant harvest” added Don 
who prefers to sit quietly in his 
combine. No radio for him, he 
listens to his machine as he travels 
four miles per hour, making sure 
all is well. 

Don and Jason are passing the 
family tradition down to Jason’s 
son, Jake. Jakes often rides with 
Don or Jason in the combine, 
learning all about being a farmer. 

Don and Jason finished 
harvesting the Dobson farm 
around 8 p.m. on Sunday 
evening. 

All the farmers in Fulton 
County and other areas where the 
rising waters could reach their 
crops are truly grateful for the 
action of Judge Gallagher, the 
Corps, Congressman Whitfield 
and TVA.
